A New Postoflzce Building. 


The effort to secure a new postoffice building in For 


"Wayne is now being taken up in a serious attempt at 
realization of the need which has long been apparent t 
those most conversant wuth Fort Wayne « postal need; 
needs which must inevitably, grow still greater with 
inauguration of the parcels post as well as with the steady 
growth of the volume of local postal business. While the 
present government building was erected little more than 
twenty-five years ago, it is totally inadequate to the needs 
of the present day. Its designers failed in their estimates 
to build sufficiently large for a future growth that per- 
haps then could not be adequately foreseen. With the de- 
mands upon mail facilities here grown by leaps and 
hounds until they are many fold greater than a quarter of 
' a century ago, accommodations that then seemed ample, 


are now utterly insufficient. The present building is in n<> 
sense modern as judged by postoffice construction of to- 
day, and it would perhaps be quite impossible under physi- 
cal conditions of the present building to install the elabor- 
ate machinery which is nowadays used to facilitate the 
movement of mails in the larger postoffices of the country.

Hon. Charles McCullocJi Tells History of Old 


Canal Which Provided Aqueduct.of Early Days

Fort Wayne, where he 
found a few white settlers under the 
protection of the fort, but outside an 
imbroken wilderness, inhabited only by 
Indians. 


Genius of Fort Wayne. 


Samuel Hanna was the gcnixis of Fort 


Wayne and in my opinion the work he 
did for the upbuilding of Fort Wayne 
exceeded that of ail the pioneers com- 
bined. 
Hn was quite soon surrounded 


by a number of able men. but he was the 
mainspring, the aggressive leader who 
never knew there was such a word as 
fail and without whose concurrence no 
great public enterprise was undertak- 
en. The brief history we have of Judge 
Hanna's life is a very interesting one. 
but a history of the projects he carried 
through 
for the development of thi* 


state would fill many volume?. I am 
glad to say that I remember Tiim ! 
well' a* I do. W'e are indebted to him 


o rthe first practical'work on the canal. 
4fter an appropriation was made of a 
mall sum of money for the purchase of

This Is real 
value, too; the pupils made articles that 
were needed in the school; if they Did 
not made them in th« school shops the 
authorities would have had to purchase 
them in the open-market &\ a total price 
of seven or eight thousand dollars." 


The commissioner "then gave the fig- 


ures for each of the trade classes In the 
Gary schools, as reported by Q. E. 
Wulfing, in- charge of the industrial in- 
struction. In the printing department 
the value of the work produced was $1,- 
978.92. The salary expense was $1,483.49 
and supplies cost $314, leaving a net bal- 
ance in favor of the shop of $175.43. 
There were 35 in the printing class, so 
instead of, figuring the per capita cost 
of the Industrial training of these pu- 
pils; it was possible to figure a definite 
contribution by each pupil to the wealth 
of the community. 


"In the cabinet department," says Dr. 


Claxton, "the product was valued at 
53,608.85, and the expense was $3,155.37, 
leaving a. balance of $453.48,in favor of 
the carpenters. Similarly, the painting 
department of 
the 
school 
showed a 


"business" of 81,591.25 and an expense of 
$1.344.73, "or a clear profit of $246.52.

Nevr York, Dec. 21.—A note of discord 


has crept into the otherwise harmonious 
parish of St. Luke's Protestant Episcopal 
church. Covent avenue and One Hundred 
aiid Forty-first street. The trouble wan 
caused by the Rev. Dr. Ijeorge A. Old- 
ham, 
rector of the church, drawing the 


color line. 


The rector's ultimatum to the colored 


folk was not issued voluntarily, it ia 
said, but at the urgent demand of his 
white pariaioners, who objected to min- 
gling with the negroes. 


Oeorg* Washington Marsh, one of the 


dozen colored men whose children went 
to St. Luke's was indignant at the dis- 
crimination against his race. He said it 
had "destroyed the unanimity of God's' 
house'1 and announced that he would 
Uke the matter to BLshop flreer for ad- 
justment. 


Plan Worked Well at First. 


Negro children have found the cush- 


ioned seats, the sermons nnd the music 
at St. Luke's attractive. They also de- 
lighted ia the sociability of the white 
boys and girls. And the black children 
seemed to learn their catechism as well 
as the whites. The association with the 
others seemed to act an a spur. 


Some of the old-time parishioners ob- 


jected to this mingling with the negroes. 
The dissension was quieted then, but re- 
cently showed itself again. Those who 
had first objected were joined by others 
and they went to Dr. Oldhum with theii 
complaint. 
He argued with them, but 


argument waa futile and he surrendered. 
As Dr. Oldham'a spokesman, his curate, 
the Rev. John Hines, thus explained the 
incident: 


They Were "Isolated." 


"It is true,all true, that the littlecol- 


ored ones are not to attend the Sunday 
iccliool any more. 
Dr. OUIham found 


their' cast disappointing. They were un- 
comfortable in their inolated quarters in 
the Sunday school. They were not iso- 
lated by us, but what happened can 
readily be grasped. Dr. Oldham,' In all 
charity and kindness, wrote a letter to 
their parents and suggested that they 
send their children to the church of our 
faith, built exclusively for colored folk 
That Is all." 


Tho church mentioned is in the parish 


limits, and is in charge of the R»v. C. 
Hutchins, colored.

The Schmitz family removed to" a 


beautiful residence property at the cor- 
ner of College and Wilt streets, and 
this, like the former home on Calhoun 
street, was surrounded by a garden of 
flowers.

Mrs. Douglass recalls the fact 
that her father possessed many books 
on floriculture, and his later years were 
made happier by the application of his 
knowledge to their cultivation.

crease. 


LAW MISUNDERSTOOD 


On account of a misinterpretation of 


the new seven year army enlistment 
law, which became effective oil Nov. 1, 
great difficulty has been encountered at 
the local station in obtaining desirable 
recruit* for 
army service. Sergeant 


Siler, who has charge of the local sta- 
tion, states that ths number of recruits 
irom hi» station siuce Nov 1 is only half 
as many as were bent to the Columbus 
barrack* for th« corresponding period 
last year. 


Sergeant Siler says that young men 


who wight otherwise enliot, are of the 
impression that they must enlist for 
seven years, but this is not the case. 
The new enlistment period is fur three 
years with the regular army and four 
years on the reserve, or four years with 
the regular army and three" years on 
the reserve, this choice being left to the 
recruit. At the end of the three or four 
•ears, which he chooses to serve in the 
egulur army, the soldier is given a set- 
lenient by the government and furnish- 
:d transportation to his home. During 
the remainder of his seven-year enlist- 
ment he is under no obligation to the 
var department, except in case of war 
uith a foreign nation, in which case h<: 
would he called back to serve the re- 
naming part of his enlistment.
